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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . In view of submitted amendments, Applicant's arguments, see pages 1 3-1 5, filed 
on 05/12/2008, with respect to the prior art rejections of claims 1-6 and 13-27 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the previous rejections have been 
withdrawn. However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: as to claim 1 , line 
1 1 , "receiving symbol" needs to be replaced by receiving symbols (see line 12, where 
Applicant recites "the received symbols") 

3. Claim 13 is objected to because of the following informalities: as to claim 13, line 
6, a received signal needs to be replaced by "the received signal". Appropriate 
correction is required. 

4. Claims 1 1 and 1 2 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of claim 1 . Applicant is 
required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper 
dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-12 and 23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. As to claims 1, 23, 24, and 27, limitation "calculating plural sets of 
transmitting symbol vectors" is not described in the specification in a way to enable one 
skilled in the art to use the same method. Applicant discloses the calculation of 
transmitting symbol vectors on pages 22 and 23 of the specification. However, it is not 
clear why matrix V out of three matrices is chosen by the Applicant to be the 
transmitting symbol matrix. Furthermore, Applicant fails to disclose how the transmitting 
symbol vectors are calculated if h is not a one-row/two-columns matrix. From invention's 
disclosure (see page 25), it appears to the Examiner that using a one-row/two-columns 
channel matrix is an essential condition for calculating the transmitting symbol vectors, 
therefore this condition must be added to the claims to make the claims more clear. 

6. Claims 13-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. As to claims 13 and 22, limitation "plural sets of transmitting symbols 
calculated from the known symbol" is not described in the specification in a way to 
enable one skilled in the art to use the same method. Applicant discloses the calculation 
of transmitting symbol vectors on pages 22 and 23 of the specification. However, it is 
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not clear why matrix V out of three matrices is chosen by the Applicant to be the 
transmitting symbol matrix. Furthermore, Applicant fails to disclose how the transmitting 
symbol vectors are calculated if h is not a one-row/two-columns matrix. From invention's 
disclosure (see page 25), it appears to the Examiner that using a one-row/two-columns 
channel matrix is an essential condition for calculating the transmitting symbol vectors, 
therefore this condition must be added to the claims to make the claims more clear. 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1 3-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. As to claims 13 and 18, "an antenna for transmitting 
carrier a carrier modulation signal" is vague. 

8. Claims 1 3-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. As to claims 13 and 18, line 2, limitation "the 
apparatus comprising" is vague, because it is not clear whether the apparatus is the 
"transmitting apparatus" or the "receiving apparatus".
